(The proper depths at which various bulbs should be planted 
are given on page i1.) 


For planting in woodlands, meadows and along streams, 
these fall-planted bulbs are coming into favor more rapidly 
every year as their merit becomes better known. These bulbs, 
especially daffodils when planted in clumps in a sheltered, 
sunny spot, will produce a mass of color in the early spring, 
when the rest of nature is asleep. When once planted, they 
remain for years, the clumps increasing in size and vigor. 


Daffodils in long irregular lines along streams, or by the edge 
of the woodland are extremely effective, but if several 
varieties are planted they should be kept separate, so that each 
group will give its fullest display, as all varieties do not flower 
at exactly the same time. Nearly all bulbs for naturalizing 
are quite inexpensive, and the annual benefit derived from them 
for a small outlay should tempt everybody to beautify their 
home surroundings.

Planting in Grass 


In planting bulbs in grass a circular hole about 5 or 6 inches deep should 
be made with a bulb planter or small trowel. The former is preferable, and 
description and price of same will be found on page 11. If the soil is poor 
some prepared compost containing a fair proportion of bone meal should be 
placed under and over the bulb, and the sod replaced on top.

HYACINTHS IN POTS.—It is important in the pot culture of Hyacinths 
to have rich, light soil. If the bulbs are to be potted singly, 5-inch pots are 
the proper size. Cover the hole in the pot with a piece of broken pot, and 
over this place a layer of moss which will keep the soil from clogging the 
drainage thus provided. Break off any offsets which appear at the base of 
the bulbs, and, in potting, place each bulb so that its top shall be half an 
inch below the surface of the soil, and an inch below the rim of the pot. 
Use a 5-inch pot for single bulb or four in a 6-inch pot. Give a good water- 
ing and set away in a cool place, covering them with about 3 to 5 inches of 
coal ashes or sand. Let them remain here for eight or ten weeks, bringing 
them to the light as wanted. 

HYACINTHS IN GLASSES.—tThe single varieties are, with a few excep- 
tions, best adapted to this mode of culture. They produce finer flower spikes 
than the double. Fill the glass with clear soft water, so as nearly to touch 
the base of the bulb, putting a small piece of charcoal in each glass to keep

the water pure and afiord some nourishment. The filled glasses should be 
placed in a dry, cool, dark place, and kept there until the roots almost 
touch the bottom of the glass, when they may be exposed gradually to the 
light. If the water in the glass becomes foul or diminished, replace it with 
fresh water. 

GARDEN CULTURE.—Bulbs may be planted from September to Decem- 
ber in any good, well-drained garden soil, which has previously been well 
enriched and dug from 12 to 18 inches. Bulbs should be set 6 inches apart 
and 6 inches deep. Before the ground freezes, cover the beds with material, 
such as leaves, straw, pine branches, etc., to a depth of 4 inches. Do not 
uncover too early in Spring.

Customers sometimes come 
and tell us that the bulbs they purchased ‘‘never came up,’’ and on investi- 
gation we invariably find that fresh manure of some sort had been used in 
the beds and the result was as stated above. If stable manure is used then it 
should be at least 6 or 8 months old, and dug in well underneath the bulbs. 
But the safest fertilizer for all bulbs is Bone Meal, applied at the rate of 500 
lbs. to the acre or about 2 oz. to a sd. yard. Customers will do well to act 
by this little advice.

Fiber for Growing Bulbs in Vases, Bowls, Etc. 


(Without Drainage) 


For those who have neither a garden, or the conveniences of greenhouses, or 
have a difficulty in obtaining suitable soil, we would recommend this system of 
culture. Any receptacle may be used for the purpose provided it is non-porous. 


CULTURAL INSTRUCTIONS 


The bulbs are potted the same way as in ordinary soil just showing their tops. 
It is not necessary or desirable to press the fiber tightly, otherwise the roots do not 
work freely, and bulbs have a tendency to push themselves upwards. Once potted, 
they require hardly any attention, only great care should be taken to keep the com- 
post moist, but on no account must it be sodden or too wet. 

If once allowed to become dry. even for half a day only, the pores of the roots 
close up and the bulbs in many cases go blind and are ruined. 

When the bulbs have been potted, vases or jars should be kept in a dark, airy 


When the bulbs have grown about one inch, they should be brought into more 
light, and the vases or bowls can be placed in the window, taking care, of course, 
to keep them from frost.

There is no flower of recent years that has forged its way to the front, and come into greater demand 
than the Daffodil in the beautiful forms and colors in which it presents itself today; and though heretofore 
Hyacinths and Early Tulips have taken the lead as the best spring flowers, we foresee the 
Daffodil in a conspicuous place in the annual procession of garden flowers in future. Today 
fabulous prices are paid for even one bulb of some of the new hybrids, and the number 
of varieties catalogued by growers is astounding, and often confusing. The varieties we 
offer are all choice, distinct types of the different groups, and prices will be found to suit 
all buyers. Being perfectly hardy (with the exception of the Polyanthus varieties) ‘they 
do well planted in. any location; they increase in size, and flower year after year. Groups 
of Daffodils in borders of hardy herbaceous plants, and along the edges of shrubbery beds, 
are exceedingly effective and very beautiful. They are equally valuable for winter flowering 
in greenhouses or window gardens, and growing in pots or pans for house decoration. 
Three or four bulbs can be plantedein a 6-inch pan and-should be given same treatment 
as Hyacinths. For outdoor culture bulbs should be planted 5 or 6 inches apart, according 
to size of bulbs. 


Classification of Daffodils or Narcissi 1 9tet to simplify matters for 


makinga selection, the following 
few explanatory remarks will be found helpful: 

“Daffodils” or ‘‘Narcissi,’? whichever one wishes to term them, are divided into three 
main divisions: (A), MAGNI CORONATI, large trumpet Daffodils: (B), MEDIO 
CORONATI, medium sized trumpets, and, (C), PARVI CORONATI, smail cupped va- 
tieties. Ifa "Narcissus bloom is examined, it will be found to consist mainly of two parts: 
(1), a _ long,

a perianth (the petals or 
perianth segments), 
bending outwards from. 
the tube; the three 
classes mentioned above 
depend upon the point on 
the tube or trumpet at 
which the petals are at- 
tached.

Polyanthus Narcissus BUNCH FLOWERED 


(NARCISSUS TAZETTA) 


The Polyanthus or bunch-flowered Narcissi are not only beautiful, but exceedingly fragrant, and 
may be grown in bowls or glasses under the same treatment as for Chinese Sacred Lily. Also suitable 
for window garden, conservatory or garden, very free flowering and continuing long in bloom. Their 
tall spikes of bloom bear from six to one dozen flowers each. The pure white petals and gold cups of 
some varieties, the yellow with deep orange cups of others and the self whites and yellows render 
them great favorites.

Vaugnan’s Lily Bulbs 


The lily is one of the most beautiful and ornamental 
of bulbous plants. To those who have been unsuccess- 
ful in growing these bulbs we would recommend them 
to follow our cultural directions carefully. 

Lilies should be potted immediately upon receipt, if 
intended for growing in pots or for forcing. In potting 
use a compost of fibrous loam and sweet decomposed 
leaf soil, with plenty of coarse sand or a mixture of 
good peat, loam, and sand, adding to the compost a 
few pieces of charcoal. See that the pot is well drained. 
The bulb should be set about half-way below the surface 
or rim of the pot and barely covered with soil, thus 
leaving room to top dress with more soil when surface 
roots appear above the bulb. After potting, give a 
thorough watering and set outside in a cold frame or 
shady situation, then cover with ashes or long straw. 
After they have stood from three weeks to a month and 
thoroughly rooted, bring inside, in a temperature of 
about 60°; let the plants grow slowly under a bench 
or some other suitable place until about 6 inches high; 
then place on top of the bench. An occasional applica- 
tion of liquid cow manure, starting about six weeks 
before flowering time, will stimulate the plant wonder- 
fully. Thorough rooting is the most essential point.

Trees and Shrubs 


The planting of shrubs, or perhaps shrubs combined with shade trees, with some 
conception as to the effect. to be produced in future years, is a matter to be con- 


sidered by everyone who wishes to complete the picturesquenessof avilla residence 
or country home. Shrubs around a house hide unsightly corners, and the hard 
straight lines of the architecture; or grouped at a distance, by the sides of walks, 
Carriage drives, and fences, they break what might bea monotonous line of vision 
over bare lots, and give a tone of privacy to the home surroundings. Everywhere 
one can find places that will suggest their use, and when in flower, or adorned with 
their bright and varied foliage, their charm and beauty will be appreciated from 
early spring until late tall when most of them display their brightest colored leaves, 
tobe followed by the red berries of many varieties during the winter months. Those 
who are not well acquainted with varieties and are doubtful as to what to plant, 
we shall be glad to help in selecting, and make suggestions and plans for grouping, 
for all sites and purposes.

Evergreens include some of the most beautiful trees in cultivation and varieties 
may be selected which are adapted to almost any soil or climate. Weare giving 
attention to the propagation and culture of perfectly hardy species and varieties 
which are the most useful to the general planter and the list offered below comprises 
those most in demand as individual specimens and for windbreaks. Asindividual 
specimens for lawn planting it is difficult to imagine anything more stately and 
beautiful. As screens against objectionable objects and for windbreaks and hedges 
nothing is to be had which will give as thick and dense foliage during the 
entire season. 

They are especially beautiful while all other ornamentals are bare during our 


desolate winters. A remarkable contrast may be had by planting in informal 
masses to form a background for the showy flowers of spring blooming shrubs. 
Even the beauty of the twigs and branches of small trees and bushes is enhanced 
by such a planting. 

All of our evergreens are transplanted every two years and to insure against 
loss in handling, each will be lifted with a ball of earth and the roots 
wrapped in burlap. 

To be successful, transplanting should be done at a time when the trees are 
dormant.

Bear in Mind.—All the trees, shrubs, and fruit trees offered in this catalog 
are for fall planting, and the best results will be obtained by planting during 
October and November. By so doing they will have made new rootletsand got 
a “‘growing hold” in the ground before frost sets in (when all root action ceases) 
and will be prepared to recieve the benefit of the earliest warm spring days, and 
start into growth without delay. Spring-transplanted stock has to lie dormant 
until new roots are formed for source of nourishment. 

Pruning. It is very important that the root system and amount of branches 
balance. No matter how carefully the trees may be dug a portion of the roots 
- are broken or cut off and the balance that exists is deranged. It is therefore 
necessary that the branches be pruned. Many people are not aware of this and 
will plant exactly as received from the nursery. A more fatal error could not be 
made. Prune the branches of fruit trees 5 to 7 ft. in height with 3 to 5 ft. clear 
stem back to within 3 or 4 buds of their base. Cut back all broken or bruised 
roots smoothly to sound wood. 

We shall be glad to prune fruit and other trees ready for planting if requested. 
In that case, however, our customers cannot expect to receive trees that answer 
our specifications as to height, for the catalogue prices are for trees unpruned. 

All specimen fruit trees will be pruned before shipping unless our 
customer expressly states that he does not wish this done.
